Bank subscriptions to new Treas­ 
ury department security offerings 
continued to set the pace of war 
bond buying in Adams county from 
November 30 through December 31, 
according to a report today from 
the Third Federal Reserve district.

12 MORE CITIES 
CAPTURED IN 
ROSTOV PUSH

A new 50-mile retreat by Adolf Hitler’s Caucasian armies 
was reported in Soviet dispatches today as the Russians 
crushed Nazi counterattacks and captured 12 more towns in 
their north-bound drive toward the great German base at 
Rostov. 
Simultaneously, London heard a broadcast by the German 
news agency DNB admitting that Soviet tanks had broken the 
Axis main line in the Caucasus. 
On the Stalingrad front, Russian shock troops battling to 
annihilate the remnants of 22 Nazi divisions trapped in the* 
Don-Volga corridor reported they had killed 100 Germans, 
thrown back counterattacks and routed the invaders from 
27 more dugouts and blockhouses. 
A Reuters (British news agency) dispatch from Moscow 
said high German officers were now' leaving the Stalingrad 
area by plane to escape the Soviet death trap. 
Other Developments 
High-lighting other developments in the global war, Brit­ 
ain’s powerful new 1943 aerial offensive hit Germany over­ 
flig h t for the eighth time in ll nights, following up a thun­ 
derous daylight assault yesterday on Nazi-occupied France 
! and Holland. 
London said the RAF’s big lambers unloaded IOO tons of 
high explosives and incendiaries in the 12-minute night raid, 
striking at German war foundries in the Ruhr for the third 
night in a row. 
Once again the RAF’s main target was the battered city 
of Essen, home of the giant Krupp armament works. 
Four 
RAP bombers were listed as missing. 
Other Allied aerial blows fell upon the Axis in North 
Africa, where squadrons of United Nations fliers rained havoc 
on the forward positions of Nazi Field Marshal Erwin Rom­ 
mel’s Africa corps and blasted Axis transport convoys in 
Tunisia and Tripolitania.

Income Tax 


No. IO 
CARE IN PREPARATION OF 
RETURN 
A Federal income tax return is 
a report to the Government of one’s 
taxable income for the year. 
It 
is a statement required by law of 
all single pensions, and all married 
persons not living with husband ’or 
wife, whose gross income for the 
year amounted to $500 or more, 
and of all married persons living 
with husband or wife throughout 
the taxable year, whose combined 
gross income for the year was $1,- 
200 or more. 
It is no longer required th at re­ 
turns be sworn to, but the tax­ 
payer must make a declaration on 
the return that it is made under the 
penalties of perjury. 
Income tax returns are kept on 
file and, under certain conditions, 
are subject to inspection by State 
officials in connection with the de­ 
termination of State income tax 
liability, as well as by other law 
enforcement officers. 
After a return has been filed, It is 
checked for accuracy by the In­ 
ternal Revenue Service, and the 
taxpayer may be subject to examin­ 
ation or inquiry relative to matters 
connected with the return, or his 
income, and he may be asked for 
further substantiation of statements 
made in the return. 
It is important, therefore, th at 
persons subject to the income tax 
prepare complete and accurate re­ 
turns, as required, both in their own 
interest and 
in the 
interest of 
economy in the administration of 
the law. 
As an aid in accurate 
filing of returns, taxpayers should 
keep a record of income received 
during the year, and at the time 
of preparing a return they should 
carefully read the instructions ac 
companying the return form.
